In the 
I'reinier Stakes .lanuary E. M. Fry easily de- 
feated Flue Lee. each carrying IIS pounds, and 
four days prior to that nunding. E. .M. Fry won a 
race at a half mile in which Flue I/ee tiuislied a 
cloM‘ up lifth, each c.arrying lir» ]>ounds. Since his 
last meeting with Flue Lee. the SohreilH*r colt 
had sliowji improvement in his work and it was this 
coupled with the Indief of the horsemen here that 
E. M. Fry is the l»est two-year-oW in New Orleans 
that scared out the unl»eatcu .MoHie M<»iitrose and 
tlie Notasulga.

Fry displa.ved a rare turn of speed and won in 
runaway fashion. The track was far from l>eing 
fast and the lime for the four and a half furlongs.

E. .M. Fry tndng well in hand 
for the entire trip with daylight separating him 
from tile others at all stages. Ladv Faroline II. ’s 
ra<e was impressive.

GOVERNOR MOORE SIGNS AMIS BILL. 



Now Unlawful to Bet on a Horse Race in 
the State of Arkansas— The Bill. 

I.iltb* I*<M-k, .Vrk.. Fehruary 27. — It is nmv nn- 
lawfiil U* ls*t on liorse races in the state of .\rkau- 
sas. .\ctiiig Governor .lohu I. .M.muv t«*d:iy signed 
Hie Amis lull: imtitied the senate of tlic fact and 
tiled llic ciiactmciit with the scirctary of state l<» 
1 k' numhered among the statutes. Tlic law reads 
as follow’s: 

Fe It Enacted hy llic General Assemldy of the 
Stale of Arkansas; 

Sei'lioti 1. That Jiereafter it shall Ik* unlaw’fnl 
to iK't ill tills sta|^, directly or indirei'tl.v, by selling 
or buying imh> 1 s ^ otlierwisc. any money or other 
valuable things, on any Imrse ra<*e of any kind, 
whether had »>r rnn in this state or out of this st.nte. 

Sec. 2. That any person who shall violate section 
1 of this act shall ta* de<*med guilty <»f a misde- 
me.Tiior and for the first offense, on conviction, shall 
Ik* fined in any sum not less tliau ten dollars nor 
more titan tweitty-five dollar.s; and for the .‘K'cond 
offense, on conviction, shall Ik* fiiUKl in any sum not 
less than twenty-five nor more than one hundred 
dtdlar.s, and for all offenses after the second, on 
conviction, shall he fined in any sum not more than 
five hundred dollars and imprisoned in tin- county 
jail for a term of not less than thirty days nor 
more than six mon-ths, and every lK*t. wager, sale 
of p<H>Is (»r purchase of pools shall Ik* deemed a 
separate offense. 

Sec. That It shall Ik* the duty iff the circuit 
judges and prosecuting attorneys of this state and 
the grand juries and ma.vors of the i-ities and towns 
of this state and the polic<*men and marshals of 
said cities ami towns and j«sti»'0s of the iM'aiv, 
sheriffs, coroners and eonsiahles to enforce the (iro- 
visions of this act. when the .same is violated in 
their presence or when the information of the viola- 
tion is brought to their knowledge by affidavit or 
otlu'rwise, 

St*c, 4. 'fhat if an.v sheriff, constable or police- 
man shall refuse or neglect to at once arrest and 
carry lK*f«we some court of coiu|>«tent jurisdiction 
for trial any pt*rson who violates this act. when the 
knowledge of such violation shall Ik* brought to 
their attention by the affidavit of any resident of 
the county where said offense is committeil. such 
sheriff, <*<uisiable or policeman shall be deenic*d 
guilty of non-feasance in office and on conviction 
shall be tineil in any sum not more than five hundred 
dollars and shall be removed from office. 

Sec. .■•. That this act shall be in force from and 
after its passage.
